Cashier of the Temple State Bank at the time the $5,600.00 item was charged to the das. K. herguson of­ 
ficial account. 
1 was entirely familiar with all of the facts and circumstances surrounding and connect ed 
with that item. 
The eharge’slip was made by me. and is in my handwriting. 
Mr. J. II. Davis, dr., the 
governor's assistant aecretary, called me over the phone from Austin, stating to me that the governor 
owed a note of $5,000.00, with accrued interest to the First National Bank of Temple, telling me to pay 
the same, 
lie gave me no specific instructions as to what charge to make, merely stating to charge it t<> 
the governor. 
1 requested the First National Batik over the phone to send the $¿>.000.0(1 note. whi«-h 
with its accrued interest amounted to $5,600. through the hank clearing, which was done. 
When the 
Item came in through the clearing it was handled by me. personally. 
I m ade the «barge and erroneous­ 
ly charged the item to the governor's official account instead ot charging it as 1 should hav«* don«- to t u* 
g overnor’s personal account. 
The mistake was made entirely upon my part, for which I take entire 
responsibility and now state that neither Governor Ferguson not his secretary nor anyone for him by writ 
jng or verbally, ever instructed me to charge said item to his official account as Governor ot the Slate ot 
Texas, and 1 know that he knew nothing of it and had 110 knowledge concerning the same at the time the 
charge was made. 
In April. 1917, I was discharged as Cashier ot the Temple State Bank. 
1 beli< ved I was wrong
